in the corresponding period of the preceding year—an increase of 49 per cent. 
{here was an increase of 12 per cent in the imports of coal and coke 
(81,284,000 maunis as against 72,370,000 maunds last year). ‘I'he imports by rail, 
river, road, and sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piecegoods showed an 
increase of 76 per cent, the total value amounting to Rs, 8,72,50,000 as against 
Rs, 4,94,63,000 in 198-19. The quantity of indigo imported during the ten 
months, April, 1919, to January, 1920, increased from 15,170 maunds to 16,765 
maunds. The imports of raw jute amounted to 4,269,000 bales as against 
4,283,000 bales—a decrease of 14,000 bales in the period under report. The 
importation of gunny bags’ also showed a decrease of 7 per ceat (341 million 
jbags as against 866 millions in the preceding yeaf). ‘The total imports of 
oilseeds (linseed and rape And mustard seed) decreased by 19 per cent 
from 6,492,000 maunds to 5,252,000 maunds. The imports of sugar deereased 
by 18 per cent from 573,000 maunds to 497,000 maunds, and those of tea 
inereased by 12 per cent from 2,724,000 maunds to 3,040,000 maunds. 

Exports.—The exports of cotton piecegoods, foreign, from Calcutta by all 
routes during the ten months, April, 19)9, to January, 1920, increased by 2 
per cent (Rs. 25,77,77,000 as against Rs, 20,86,92,000 last year). The exports of 
gunny bags (including the exports by. sea to foreign countries) decreased 
from 1,066 million to 900 million bags in the period under review. The 
quantity of kerosene oil despatched from Calcutta and Budge-Budge by 
internal routes and by sea (coastwise) increased from 4,017,000 maunds to- 


4,878,000 maands, or by 21 per cent.
